Denial of $50,000 Damages to Dis- 
missed Teacher Against Law 
School Faculty Affirmed.

HOW GERMANY WAS 
REBUILT AFTER WAR 


Government Indemnified Indus- 
trialists for Properties Ceded 
to Allies—Aid to Shipping.

They alone among Germans have 
had a clear idea of what they want- 
ed.

When the war ended Germany was 
in the most complete state of rnin 
imaginable. True, there was no 
Physical devastation like that of 
France, except in East Prussia.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

T is gratifying indeed to see an influ- 

ential newspaper like the Post-Dis- 
patch lend its support to the movement 
for giving back their freedom to men 
who dared to speak their minds when 
they differed with their fellow citizens 
during the war. Whether they were mis- 
guided or not, history will determine. 
Perhaps others not now in prison would 
prefer prison rather than helping what 
now appears such a futile sacrifice of 
blood and treasure. But it is certain that 
not 
spies. They were not enemies of their 
sountry. Admitting that in time of war 
one runs chances in speaking his mind, 
it does appear that the war is over, for a 
while at least. 

As an American who has been abroad 
practically since the war ceased, with the 
exception of one year, I constantly had to 
blush when I was reminded that mine is 
the only country where men still lan- 
guish in prison for expressing an opinion 
during the war. Furthermore, that these 
men are treated like ordinary felons in- 
stead of political prisoners. Even in 
SJarkest Russia, during the most dismal 
days of the Romanoffs, political prison- 
era enjoyed special privileges and were 
not herded with the felons. 

In Rumania, for instance, not only was 
there general amnesty for those who did 
not agree with the Government's war 
policy, but even communists who took 
part in a bomb-throwing plot which re- 
suited in the death of several Senators 
were recipients of amnesty, and at the 
hands of a King! 
made the world safe for democracy could 
learn something from a country back- 
ward enough to have a King. 

I found in my travels in Poland, Ru- 
mania, Free State of Danzig, Austria, 
Hungary, Germany, France and England, 
that one had to constantly blush for 
one’s country because of these men be- 
hind the bars who are kept there when 
there is no longer any reason for it.

As regards substantial improvement the note 
itemizes impressive guarantees for carrying out 
her engagements. The omission of such guar- 
antees in the note of May 2 was generally regarded 
as a fatal objection, notably so by France. 

Opinion in French Government circles, it is said, 
is still adverse. It perceives ‘“‘no appreciable ad- 
vance over the previous offers,’’ finds in it no basis 
for discussion and reiterates that passive resistance 
in the Ruhr must be abandoned before negotiations 
can be begun. Belgium also finds the terms un- 
acceptable. 
| It is difficult to see, however, just how Germany 
could have included the Ruhr in her offer. Ne- 
cessity and tact seemingly compelled her to leave 
this question for adjustment to the parleys which 
must whip the proffer into acceptable shape. The 
Ruhr occupation, manifestly, must be adjusted in 
any settlement arrived at, and the problem of that 
adjustment cannot be solved in a preliminary 
memorandum; it must be solved in the conferences 
to which the note is a preface. 

The most reassuring feature of the situation so 
far developed is the attitude of England as ex- 
pressed by Premier Baldwin in the Commons. 
To a cynical question as to “what we are doing,” 
the Premier replied: “I think the honorable 
member will soon see.”” It were easy, of course, 
to construe the somewhat cryptic utterance too 
rosily, but the hopeful tenor of the words is un- 
mistakable. 

The suggestion of Secretary of State Hughes in 
his now famous New Haven speech that the ques- 
tion of reparations be turnéd over to a commission 
of impartial experts free of political entanglements 
is stressed by the German Foreign Minister, Von 
Rosenberg, and embodied in the note itself in the 
assertion of Germany’s willingness to accept the 
findings of any impartial international body as to 
the amount and method of payment. Significant, 
too, is fhe Foreign Minister’s unequivocal declara- 
tion that this latest offer is the last, that if flatly 
rejected it leaves Germany without further initia- 
tive and plunges her and Europe towards chaos. 
The significance of this is accentuated by England’s 
partial agreement with that conclusion. 

In sum, Germany has made a genuine bid for ne- 
gotiations on the reparations question which, 
seemingly, must be received in that spirit, as a 
matter of prudence and self-preservation.

CITY EXPANSION STILL LIVES. 

The hope of extension of the St. Louis city limits 
does not die with the adverse vote given the 
proposition in the constitutional convention to re- 
turn the city to the county. The organized forces 
for city expansion in St. Louis, in fact, are not 
relying on the convention. They have not, from 
the beginning, hoped for a great deal from a con- 
vention susceptible to the same influences which 
govern the Legislature and which for so many 
years have blocked the proposition of submitting 
expansion or annexation to the electorate of the 
communities affected. 

There was no reason, however, for the adverse 
vote of five of the St. Louis delegation and the ab- 
sence of other members when the subject most vital 
to the city was up for consideration. Here was 
the most plausible opportunity ever presented to 
free St. Louis of its fetters and at the same time 
serve the wishes of what is now known to be the 
overwhelming sentiment of the county itself. N. 
P. Zimmer was the only St. Louis delegate present 
who voted for the proposal. 

It is the plan of Hugh K. Wagner, president of 
the Million Population Club and of the Greater 
St. Louis Conference, which includes a great many 
civic organizations and individuals, to circulate the 
necessary initiative petitions and to have put on 
the ballot for the general election of 1924 a consti- 
tutional amendment for reciprocal amalgamation of 
city and county, whereby the entire county comes 
into the city and, at the same time, the city goes 
into the county. Duplication of city and county 
government would be avoided in this way and the 
desires of the greatest number of residents served. 

Under this plan the fate of city expansion will 
not hang on the succes@ of the new Constitution. 
If the convention does not propose to allot to the 
city and county what helongs to them it will lose 
the opportunity of leadership and the credit of an 
historic achievement.

July i This was the announcemen! 
of R. Neill Rahn, Adjutant-Genera! 
of the Kansas National Guard, and 
the chief enforcement officer named 
by the law Kansas is one of the 
first states to enact legislation re- 
lating to the operation of airplanes 
It is not “freak” legislation, but is 
a real law intended to protect the 
nublic from possible danger and also 
to protect the owners and operators 
of flying machines 

The law is to be enforced by the 
Adjutant-Cenera! assisted by Va 
board of three members, of which 
he is to be chairman One mem- 
ber of the board is required to be 
a technica! engineering expert and 
the third member must ‘be a man 
with actua! experience in flying 
There are two airplane. factories in 
Kansas from which the technical 
engineer may be obtained and the 
Adjutant-Genera!l is preparing to 
mame an ex-service man who had 
experience in flying during the war 
as the third member of the board 

Provisions of Law. 

The law requires that every air- 
plane pilot operating in Kansas 
must take an examination and show 
his fitness to handle aircraft before 
he can have a license and no air- 
Plane can 'e operated within the 
State unless the pilot has a license 
from the state hoard It ig the plan 
of the Adjutant-Genera!l to use an 
aircraft engineer and it practica 
fi'vitfg man to give the tests to be 
reguired before a license can be is- 
sued and it will be possible to de- 
termine the ability of the pilot and 
the qualities of his machine before 
he can be licensed te flv in this 
State. either for giving exhibitions 
or for catrying pessengers Person. 
undergoing instruction in flying can- 
not be given licenses until] they have 
reached the stage where they ar: 
able to make “solo” flights 

Licenses are to be require! for 
the machines a'so and plates similar 
to those wsed for motor cars are to 
be attached to each plane These 
craft licenges are to be obtained bi 
the manufacturer or the owner of 
the machine and are to be issued 
only when the board is satisfied as 
to the streneth and flving ability of 
the machine A technical engineer 
would be required to make specific 
tests of the machine to determine 
its air-worthiness
